tians walked barefoot. 


After awhile luxury in the matter 


of footgear spread, and there was a 
nine when shoes were ornamented 
with precious jewels, gold and sil- 
ver embroidery studded -with pearls 
and, wonderful to relate, had golden 
soles. Each sex and class wore dif- 
ferent <=hoes, and if a man changed 
his station in life the fact was ex- 
pressed by the phrase, "He has 
changed Ms shoes." 


In the eleventh century various 


materials were used to make shoes, 
mie lad leather being then invented 
and sold for good round sums. 


IB the twelfth century boots and 


sandals were worn, the clergy using 
the latter exclusively. The next 100 
years saw many improvements as 
well as the introduction of the point- 
ed toe shoe, wliich was afterward so 
strongly attacked by the clergy, 
Fashion prevailed, and the whole 
civilized world '"•;S,ybre. the stioe 
•'whose points bend. " This point 
was like a bird's beak— plain people 
wore the beak' half a foot .long; 
more important personages extend- 
fd the beak to two feet. wMLe princes 
of the blood added a half foot to 
that Finally the beak grew so long 
it was fastened to the 'Jkp.ee by' a .nar- 
row gold chain so that the/wearer 
of the=e monstrosities could walk. 


This long arid uncomfortable toe 


was discarded in 100 years and the 
broad shoe, sometimes a. foot wide, 
came in Then the stilt shoe became 
the style, arid heels'were worn so 
high that we cannot understand how 
the fashionables of that time could 
walk at alii The most perfect and 
graceful shoes were worn in the sev- 
enteenth century. They were of vel- 
vet and brocades. "Red heels were 
the rage in the time of 
', Louis XIV, 


and during the revolution the shoe 
with the buckle disappeared. Na- 
poleon I introduced the patent leath- 
er shoe, ornamented with a gold 
buckle — Chicago News. 


Anecdotes of Artists.

DO FISHES HAVE A MEMORY?

All experience in 
man and in the higher animals lias 
led to that conclusion. During the 
last years it has been proved that 
fish have no brain cortex at all. 
They are the only existing verte- 
brates without a brain cortex. Now, 
if wo could prove beyond the possi- 
bility of doubt that fish really have 
a memory, that, they gain experience 
and can make uso of it, then wu 
shall havs to give, up the till now 
general opinion that memory h^s 
its saat in the brain cortex. There- 
fore it is extremely important to 
ha.ve an entirely new set of expe- 
riences." 


Professor Ediiiger then asks all 


anglers and naturalists to communi- 
cate to him aiiy experiences they iriay 
have had, "requesting them particu- 
larly to taku nothing for granted. 
as the smallest observation may 
prove of tho greatest importance. 
Here, then, is a splendid chance for 
anglers to tell their pet tales and to 
throw light on this interesting: ques- 
tion. Many incidents which com- 
monly occur to tinglers would de- 
cidedly go against the theory that 
fish have memories. Tints a fish 
which has had a fly broken in his 
mouth v.'ill often immediately take 
another, aud on being eapturod the 
broken one may be found still stick- 
ing in his mouth, aud then it is well 
knowu to fishermen that a. pike 
which escapes while it is being 
played will often again ferociously 
seize the bait if it be at onee tempt- 
ingly offered him. 


Such well known facts as these do 


not at first sight point to any highly 
developed powers of reasoiiing in 
the fish, but before drawing any. 
conclusions from them another fac- 
tor—that of sensibility—imist also 
bo taken into consideration. It is 
highly probable that a fish hooked 
with u small fly hook in a gristly 
part of tho jaw feels little or no 
pain, and therefore, if the hook im- 
mediately breaks, the fish possibly 
looks upon it as a very slight incon- 
venience which in nowise need hin- 
der him from continuing his ineal. 
A fish's brain is a very small mass 
compared with the weight of the 
body, and is also small in compari- 
son to the spinal cord. We have no 
doubt that Professor Edinger will 
receive miuiy interesting communi- 
cations from people who are in the 
habit of studying the habits of fish 
carefully, and it is to bo hoped that 
some reliable conclusions will be 
drawn from them. --London Lancet.
